Berlin——The German Government 
has started an action which incident- 
ally may result iff absolving Germany 
from meeting the payment of fifty 
million gold marks required by the 


Allies on July 15, in sending Dr. 
Fischer, Chairman of the German 
War Debt Commission, and Herr 
Schroeder, Under-Secretary of the

present schedule of gold payments. 

Although this move is considered 
a temporary expedient with the 
prime purpose of influencing the de- 
liberations at Paris, official financial 
circles would wecome this revision 
as indicating a general solution‘of 
the present schedule of gold pay- 
ments, which Chancellor Werts has 
declared Germany is in no position 
to carry out, particularly since the 
recent collapse of German exchange. 

Officially, it was stated that the 
Reichsbank was technically in a posi- 
tion to deliver fifty million marks next 
week, but after that their release 
from bank vaulis would “badly 
pose” the institution.

Washington.—The fall of the Ger- 
man Government is threatened and} 
stringent measures have been enacted 
for the protection of the republican 
regime, the commerce departmnt was 
advised in a cablegram from Commer- 
cial Attache Herring, in Berlin. 

The political crisis resulting from 
the assassination of Foreign Minister 
Rathenau, Mr. Herring reports, has 
aggravated the period of currency de- 
pression inaugurated by the failure of 
the foreign loan negotiations, and the 
feeling is now general that Germany 
faces grave polNical complications 
with the fall in exchange, which drop- 
ped to the lowest level.in history to- 
day.

Dublin.—Cathal Brugha, one of 
Eamonn de Valera’s chief lieutenants 
died from the wounds he received on 
Wednesday while trying to fight his 
way clear at‘the surrender of the in- 
surgent garrisons in the Sackville 
Street area. 

Cathal Brugha (Charles Burgess) 
was one of the most prominent of the 
republican leaders who opposed the 
terms of the Anglo-lIrish treaty from 
the start and fought against it to 
the finish. 

Brugha was De Valera’s minister 
of defence in the first Dail Eireann 
cabinet directing the rebellion 
against the British in South Ireland 
up to the time the truce was signed 
in July of last year. 

When the terms of the treaty nego- 
tiated by Arthur Griffith, Hichael 
Collins and their fellow delegates, 
who met the British representatives 
in London late last year became 
known he declared his opposition to 
the pact and fought against it in the 
Dail debates and in public speeches.

Natural Increase of Wainwright Herd 
Last Year Was 1,075 

The great Canadian herd of buffalo 
at Buffalo Park, Wainwright, Alberta, 
has increased to 6,146 head, according 
to the official count made last week by 
Superintendent A. G. Smith, as the 
animals were being turned out of 
their winter quarters into the 160 
square miles of range enclosed in the 
park. The report, which was made 
to the Commissioner of Canadian Na- 
tional Parks, shows that the natural 
increase for the year was 1,075, while 
the decrease due to fighting, old age 
and animals slaughtered was 81, giv- 
ing a net increase of 994.
